Canadian Life Expectancy Increases 18 Years 
In Half Century; 70% Of Population Under 40 


OTTAWA, Feb 


26 (CP)—-Cana- 
dians, with the hazards of infec 
tious diseases largely overcome 
can iook forward to longer lives. 

The Federal Health Depart- 
ment estimates that if Canadian 
boys and girls survive their first 
year of life they can, on the 
average, look forward to about 
68 and 70 years of life, respec 
tively 

At the turn of the century, the 
life expectancy of Canadians was 
about 52 years. By 1931, the situ- 
ation, had improved to a point 
where males, surviving after 
their first year, had a life expec: 
tancy of 64 and females of 65 
years. In 1941, the expectancy 
was 66 for males and 68 for fe- 
males. 

The = life-expectancy figures 
were among those included in 
the department's report for the 
fiscal year ended March 31, 1951 

The report contained these 
other highlights: 

HIGHLIGHTS 

1. Despite the increase in life 
expectancy, Canada is still a 
“young” nation, with_70 per cent 
of her population under the. age 
of 40. 

2. Birth and marriage rates 
from their post 
war peaks and the fee rate 
has increased to 37.7 per 100,000 
of the population—a rate’ four 
times greater than that of 20 
years ago. 

3. Heart and arteria] diseases, | 


affecting at least 800,000 of Can- 
ada’s 14,000,000 people, are the 
chief killers, causing 24.7 per 
cent of all deaths in 1950. 

4. Cancer is another major 
cause of death—it caused 17,000 
deaths in 1950, or more than 14 
per cent of total deaths. 

5. About 41 out of every 1,000 
live births still fail to survive 
the first year of life, but the ma 
ternal mortality rate has de 
clined to 1.1 from 58 for each 
1,000 liye births in 1930. 

6. Poliomyelitis, usually con- 
sidered a summer disease, 
showed through an outbreak in 
Prince Edward Island that it can 
strike in fall and winter months. 

7. Accidents rank first among 
the causes of death’ through 
school age to about 40; during 
1950 motor vehicle accidents took

IN PROVINCE 


More Convictions 
In B.C. Say Police 


Although nearly half Can- 
ada’s narcotic convictions in 
1950-51 were in B.C., R.C.M-P. 
officials here contend this 
does not necessarily mean 
B.C. is the centre of the drug 
traffic, as has been suggested. 

Fegieral health department 
figures’ released today show 173 
B.C. convictions out of a total 
of 360 in Canada in that period. 

R.C.M-P. here* suggest it may 
be that B.C.’s narcotics squads 
are more successful in securing 
convictions, 


In its report the health depart- 
ment said: ‘Addiction is known 
to have increased in Canada dur- 
ing, the year, partly due to the 
availability of substantial quan- 
tities of heroin, which have been 
smuggled into the country, and 
partly general high leveis of 
prosperity and consequent — in- 
creased earning power of addicts 
and potential! addicts. 

“There was no increase in the 
number of females associated 
with illicit transactions, with the 
ratio of male to female convic- 
tions remaining at about 5 to 2 

“There does, however, appear 
to be a lowering in the average 
age of new addicts. A number 
have come to the attention of 
enforcement officers who were 
in their early twenties, and some 
in their teens.” 

R.C.M.P. officials here said 
said there had been no increase 
in narcotics addiction amongst 
teen-agers in B.C. They said ad- 
diction in this group is moderate.
